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and in Concord last week of ‘newspapers, brittle, 


yellow and precious, was one of the numerous 
illuminating and intimate features of the great 
celebration of the sesquicentennial of the que 
battle. 

With magnifying glasses men, women, and chil- 
dren—and reporters—pored over the dim and fra- 
gile sheets by the half hour and they got history 
—history feverish, fragmentary and in the mak- 
ing—at first hand in a way that touched and 
stirred them very deeply.

This, thought I, as I pored and peered and cop- 
led until my eyes burned like blisters, is not his- 
tory at all. Not history, I mean, of the dull, 
pompous kind that drives tired children from 
their books to the movies. Or, rather, I mused, 
it ig history before it died and got embalmed, and 
the feel of life and the pangs of death and the 
tug of anxiety are in it. It brought to me across 
a hundred and fifty years, fellow reporters, how 
you and I would have felt and written if we had 
been assigned to cover those battles—which really 
were local riots—and how you, Mr. Editor, would 
have been making up the paper a hundred and 
fifty years ago, had you been, for example, Mr. 
Isaiah Thomas, editor of “The Massachusetts 
Spy, or American Oracle of Liberty.” 

They had the two brands of American journal- 
ism 150 years ago just as emphatically as we 
have now—the white and the yellow. The first 
was orderly even under stress, coherent and 
decent. The second was provocative, passionate 
and credulous, going in for ground and lofty 
“atrocities” on hearsay testimony, and terribly 
smug and self-richteous about all that concerned 
the side it espoused. ,

BE. Russell, editor of the Salem Gazette, pub- 
lished a few miles from Boston and apparently 
uncensored, was the white type until he had 
atrocity convulsions. 

He led his paper under date of April 21—two 
days after the battles—with a report from which 
I quote the first two sentences as being pretty 
nearly model reporting under stress: 

On Tuesday -evening, the 18th inst., 2 body of ' 
soldiers under the commande of Lieutenant Colonel 
Smith, to the amount of 800 men, embarked from 
Barton's Point in Boston, about 11 o'clock, crossed 
the Charles river, landed at Phips’ farm in Cam- 
bridge and mardh immediately up to Lexing- 
ton, near twelve m from Boston. At sunrise 
they observing be n’ 30 and 40 inhabitants 
exercising near the ting house, the command- 
ing officer ordered to lay down their arms, 
and disperse, which not being directly cemplied 
with he “damned them. for a pack of rebels,” 
ordered his men to fire upon them, and killed 
eight men on the spot, besides wounding several 
or more. The army then proceeded to Concord, 
drew up on parade near the meeting house. 


And so on for a column and a half—a great deal 
of information which, as we now know, was ac- 
curate, but at the end of this paragraph the sur- 
render to those reports of “mutilations,” which 
go, in my experience, with books, with every war 
since war began: 

In. Lexington the enemy set fire to Deacon Jo- 
seph Loring’s house and barn, Mrat Mullikens’ 
house and shop and Mr. Joshua Bond’s house. 
and shop, which were all consumed. They also 
set ‘fire to: several other houses, but our people 
extinguished the flames. They pillaged almost 
every houge they passed by, breaking and de- 
stroying doors, windows, glasses, esc., and carry- 
ing off clothing and other valuable effects. It 
appeared to be their design to burn and destroy 
all before them, and nothing but our vigorous 
pursuit prevented their infernal purposes from 
being put in execution. But the savage barbarity 
exercised upon the bodies of our unfortunate 
brethren who fell is almost incredible. Not con- 
tent with shooting down the unarmed, aged and 

infirm, they disregarded the cries of the wounded, 
killing them without mercy, and mangling their 
bodies in the most shocking manner.

Beat white till stiff and 
dry and when they are partly. beaten 
add cream of tartar. Beat sugar into 
whites gradually. Fold in yolks care- 
fully. Bake about fifty-five minutes 
in an apgel cake pan In a slow oven.
